Following a request made to Barton Transport Ltd. to 
replace the damaged Bus Stop Sign on the B676 at Cotes, 
and to provide a new sign at the Home Farm, Prestwold, 
Bartons had stated that Bus Stop signs are in short 
supply at the present time, but subject to availability 
the Company will give particular consideration to the 
request. 


j- Burton-on-the-Wolds Playing Field, proposed transfer 
of ownership from the Playing Field Association to the 


Parish Council. 


A letter received from Mr.J.Clark, secretary of the 
National Association of Local Councils, gave his views 


tt 
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on the proposed transfer of ownership of the 

Playing Field to the Parish Council. 

Mr.Clark stated that no good purpose would be served 
in the Playing Field being vested in the Parish 
Council, as the Council could not own the field in 


its own right, it could only own it as a Custodian 


Trustee for the Charity in the same way as the 
Official Custodian now holds the land. 

Mr.Clark confirmed that the Parish Council could 
continue to support the Playing Field Association 
financially, this being a charge upon the rates. 

The Parish representation on the Playing Field 
Association could be increased, thereby gaining more 
influence in the control of the running of the 
Charity, and in particular the way its funds are 
applied. 

Finally Mr.Clark stated that there was one 
alternative which could be considered, and that is 
for the Charity. to be wound up, and with the consent 
of the Charity Commissioners, the land be conveyed 
to the Parish Council upon the same trust to run it 
under its statutory powers. 

In order to consider whether this is legally possible, 
Mr.Clark would have to see a copy of the conveyance 
and declaration of trust dated 21st.December, 1970. 
It was agreed to proceed with the investigations 
into the proposed transfer of ownership as outlined 
by Mr.Clark, and to forward a copy of his letter to 
the, Playing Field Association. 


Main Sewer Scheme, Barrow Road, Burton-on-the-Wolds. 
A letter and copies of the Plans for this scheme had 
been received from Mr.J.R.Todd, Acting Chief 
Technical Officer, Borough of Charnwood. 

The scheme is at present out to tender, and it is 
anticipated the contract will commence in February 
or March, 1979. 


Acquisition of Ministry of Defence Land, Barrow Road. ,

Mr.C.AeBetts, Chairman, Miss M.I.Fletcher,

Apologies for non-attendance were received from County

The Minutes of the last Annual Parish Meeting held on 
7th.April, 1978, were read by the Clerk, confirmed by 
the meeting, and were then signed by the Chairman. 


Fishpond Plantation. 


Mr.Scarlett reported that there was a possibility that 
the Fishpond Plantation may be available for purchase 
with a view for it to be developed as an open space, and 
he would like the views of the meeting regarding this. 
The meeting agreed that the purchase of this land would 
provide a useful amenity for the village. 


The Chairman reported on the various items upon which 
the Parish Council had been actively engaged during the 
past year. 

Gypsum Mining. 


Speaking on the proposed Gypsum Mining in the area, the 
Chairman reported that the application by British Gypsum 
to build a plasterboard plant at Barrow-upon-Soar, and 
to mine gypsum in the district had been turned down by 
the County Council, and British Gypsum were now making 
an appeal to the Minister of State for a Public Enquiry. 
The Parish Council's concern was for the strict control 
of the increased heavy lorry traffic, and that the 
mining operations should be as unobtrusive as possible. 


County Transportation Plan. 

Reporting on the County Transportation Plan the Chairman 
said that regrettably the proposed By~pass for Cotes has 
now been removed from the County Highways programme, 
although there was still a possibility of a By-pass for 
Wymeswold. 


Wolds Plan. 


Speaking on the Wolds Plan for Burton, the Chairman said 
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that since the initial public meeting at which 
concern was expressed about the proposal to increase , 
the number of houses in the village, the plan has 
been amended. The proposals for new housing 
development is now restricted to the South side of 
the B676 in the Souters Lane area. The various 
enhancements proposed for the village are now in 
hand. 


Ministry of Defence, Barrow Road, 
The: piece of land which links the Burton Playing 


Field with the village school playing field is now 
surplus to Ministry of Defence requirements, and is 
available for purchase. The Parish Council 


considered that the purchase of this land would be 


a useful addition to the Playing Field. 
Negotiations for the purchase are in process at the 
present time. 


Coal mining, Vale of Belvoir. 


The Parish Council had considered the implications 
likely to arise through the proposed coal-mining 

in the Vaile of Belvoir. Again the greatest concern 
was the heavy lorry traffic which was likely to use 
the B676 through the village, particularly in the 
initial stages of the development of surface 
puildings at the three pitheads. 


Wymeswold Airfield. 

The parish Council has always supported the view 
that the Airfield should be returned to full © 
agricultural use if at all possible. 

Recently Hunting Plastics Ltd. have applied for 


planning permission to rebuild on the existing site 
of the Ex R.A.F. buildings which they occupy at the 
present time. This has been refused by the Borough 
of Charnwood, who have suggested that the re-building 
should be on a site adjacent to the Wymeswold Lane, 
thus leaving the present more exposed site to be 


cleared. This has been endorsed by the Parish 
Council. Hunting Plastics Ltd. are appealing against 
the refusal, and a Hearing has been arranged for 
Tuesday, 12th.June,19/9. 


Local Bus Fares. 


Burton Parish Council together with the neighbouring 
Councils of Hoton and Wymeswold were ably represented 
at a Public Hearing held in Nottingham by Mr.J.Clark, 


. Barrister and Secretary of the National Association

were unable to prevent a further increase in Bus Fares. 


Rates Precept. 


Reporting on the finances of the Parish Council, the 
Chairman stated that the present Parish Precept was 
adequate for the Capital and Revenue needs for the coming 
year, and the Council had again precepted for £2000 

which represented approximately a 1.5P. rate. 

This will enable the Council to meet its known commitments, 
and also to have a balance sufficient to meet requests 

for grants which the Council receives from time to time 


from the various village organisations. 


Rights of Way Review, Field Footpaths. 

During the past year the Parish Council hag been engaged 
in the Rights of Way Review with the co-operation of the 
Wolds Footpath Group. 

The Chairman thanked the Group for the help they gave to 
the Council in carrying out a detailed survey of the 
footpaths in the Parish. 


In conclusion, the Chairman thanked County Councillor 
ReLodge, and District Councillor B.Scarlett for the 
service they had both given to the Parish during the past 
year. The Chairman also expressed his thanks to the 
members of the Parish Council for their support, and to 
the Clerk for his services to the Council. 


In addition to confirming the report given by the Chairman 
concerning the Wolds Plan, and the Public Inquiry for the 
Hunting Plastics Ltd. Appeal, Councillor Scarlett reported 
on the extension of the Leisure Centre at Loughborough, 
and the link road connecting the Ashby Road and Forest 
Road.
